Rev. J. 4. Lord cf Cincinnati Gives Bis 
Ideas of What a Rown-Town Chur? h 
fhould Be—Corru tion in Cities a 


The conference: on iter evangelization 
opened at Central. Chrijtian Church, Finney 
avenge tiéar avenue, this 
morning with mintters and laymen 
present from Denver, Minneapolis, Detroit, 
Memphis, Kansas City, Cincinnati and other 
large cities. Rev. Dj. Parsons of First 
Churrh was chosep President, Rev. 
J. A. Brooks of Memphis Vice- 
President. Dr. Parsons took the chair and 
Rev. J. H. Garrison, editor of the Christian 
Evangelist, deliverea an address of 
welcome and mate a statement 
of the purpose of the conference, 
He said that Christianfty could not save the 
country unless it saved the large cities which 
are the storm centers of civilization. 
He believed that the gospel was the only ad- 
equate power, was God’s dynamic force 
for the government of cities. Thought- 
ful men no longer regard religion 
as an ecclesiasticism having to do with 
hymns, liturgies and tolidays, but as 2 
power of God ruling over society 
all itsfrelations. It is (awning on Christia 
men that God means to use the church 10 
introduce the reigt of righteousness j 
it is moral bowardice fcr it to content itsel 
with its ceremonies and liturgies. Mr. Gar- 
rison suggested a namber of questiqns for the 
delegates to ponder upai. Why is it withsuch 
a gospel as has been committed to the 
church, so large a population is not within 
its influence and is indifferent to its claims? 
Have we the faith apd hope of the early 
chureh? Have we failed to adapt our methods 
to the conditions of city life? Have we 
been lacking in religious enterprise? 
Are we not disposed to build churches, pre- 
pare sermons,. and reach the masses 
at long range, instead of going 
into the midst of their squalcr? Mr. 
Garrison closed with the statement that the 
conference was forthe purpose of empha- 
sizing more aggressive work in city evangel- 
ization and improving methods. 

THE DOWN-+TOWN CHURCH. 


Rev. J. A. Lord of Cincinnati began a dis- 


cussion of the ‘‘Problem of the Down-Town 


Church, at 10 o’clock. He said that there 
was too much talking and too little work. 
People are too much disposed to read books 
on the subject and to observe what other men 
are doing instead of going into the work 
witha will, The problem of the down-town 
church was in reality the problem of the 
pride, the vanity and the pharisatsm 
of the respectable rich churches. 
People were too vain and too 
consefvative, too anxious to be gentismen in 
touch with the‘ ‘best society,’’and the minis- 
ters wanted to preach to the cultivated ja 
tellects rather than to 
Many Christians were 
the memory of the past 
considering how great a career the church 
bas had. The down-town churches have 
a management out of sympathy with 
the poor. No rich man of his 
acquaintance had a personal sympathy with 
the need Yet they are the men who man- 
age the own- town Cchiurches. These churches 
should be conducted by people who live in 
the dowh-town territory. Mr. Lord contrasted 
the intense life of the down-town territory 
with the tame religious service of the 
churches. The sermons were too long and 
like ghosts of old theclogies. Evangel- 
ists Who suctded in thé country 
fall in the cit oe they preach too long. 
He compare Ravens to graves which were 
opened only th times a week to allow 
dead meh to stam asshort time. while 
saloons were open twenty hours in 
every twenty-foor. He Delleves that 
church ehould be a center where men could 
go for advice and consultation When in 
trouble, where the man who was hounded by 
extortionate money-lienders would find 
a lawyer to defend him. The 

stors of down - town churches 
should live in the churches, dispense 
a large hospitality and have a 
large church family. He would have Sunday- 
schools in every direction from the 
church, he would have a gospel wagon, 
and he would have ministers dis- 
play a joy when Aa 
poor man outcast woman 
entered thechurch than when a millionaire 
became a member. The strong point 
of Protestantism was its personal, 
tace-to-face work.

Rev. E. L. Powellof Louisville, Ky., madea 

very forcible address on the subject 


of **The City as a Menace to Church and 
State. He said thecity was the heart of 
the State, whence throbbed the lite 
blood of the State, the head- 
quarters, the battie-fleld, the nerve 
center of the State. It the Lord did not keep 
the city the State is doomed. As the Baby- 
lonian Empire did not survive the inguity of 
Babylon, as the Phoeenictan Empire 
tell on account of the corruption of Tyre, as 
the Koman Empire was destroyed by 
the evils of the imperial city, 
80 the United States was 
in peril of destruction on account of the wick- 
edness of its great centers of population. 
The city is the State contracted and 
the State is the city expanded. ihe 
city isa nuisance tothe State, for the evils 
of the city can not be segregated or confined. 
Mr. Powell poloted out as the glaring evils of 
the cities, the saloons the brothel and the 
gambling den.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—The Senate Finance 
Committee held a session to-day on the tariff 
question. Thisis their first meeting since 
the bill was received. They are pretty well ad- 
vanced, however, in the consideration ot 
the tarif and have a general idea of what 
they are going to do. 

There are excellent reasons for believing 
that in addition to preserving the income tax 
feature of the Dill, a duty will be put on 
coal, It is regarded as probable by those on 
the inside that this duty will 
be put back on coal together with a declar- 
ation of policy, stating that this duty is lev- 
led for the purpose of revenue, the inten- 
tion being to repeal it whenever the 
revenue derived from it Decomes unneces- 
sary. Wherever any degree of protection 18 
maintained in the bill in this way application 
of this declaration will be made. 

The Democratic members of the committee 
were in executive session Over an hour to- 
day.

LET IT BE FINAL. 

The close of the long struggle for the 
repeal of the Federal election laws marks 
the accomplishment of the first great re- 
form promised by the Democratic party. 

In one respect the repeal of these laws is 
the most important of all the reforms in 
the Democratic platform, because it affects 
the source ot all reform. It touches a fun- 
damental principle of popular free govern- 
ment, the right of the people to choose 
their officials. Of all the evil legacies that 
the civil war left the laws providing for 
the supervision of the people’s elections by 
their federal officials were the worst and 
most dangerous, They offered opportunity 
for the subversion of popular sovereignty. 
They contained the germs of centralized 
tyranny. 

The rejoicing over this repeal will not be 
confined to one party. The great body of 
the Republicans only half consented to 
them as a temporary method of meeting a 
political emergency. They have been re- 
garded with disfavor, and every attempt 
of extreme partisans to 2 feder - 
alism and centralize power in Washington 
by strengthening these laws has been de- 
feated by a revolt within the party ranks. 

The American people have learned a val- 
uable lesson from the operation of these 
laws—a lesson so impressive that the res- 
toration of the control of their elections to 
the people should be the final decision on 
the subject. 


AN INTERESTING SITUATION. 

Is ex-Gov. David R. Francis playing the 
role of a political Mephistopheles to the 
sages of Missouri politics in Washington? 
Circumstantial evidence strongly points 
that way. : 

Since the silver fight in the Senate Sena- 
tors Vest and Cockrell have been ‘‘out’’ 
with the President. They rebelled against 
the Administration’s financial policy asa 
matter of conscience and loyalty to their 
constituents. They were warned of the 
consequences ofthis course of conduct. The 
Administration organ in this State read 
the riotacttothem. It threatened that if 
they did not submissively trot behind the 


ciplined and broken on the patronage 
wheel, 

The Senators persisted in their course. 
They declined to conform to the Presi- 
dent’s wishes and the warning was veri- 
fied. They were disciplined. The. Presi- 
dent not only failed toconsultthem about 
Missouri appointments, but he fostenta- 
tiously turned down their friends andl fa- 
vored their enemies. The atmosphere of 
the White House was intolerably chilly to 
both these Missourians, Each was made 
to feelthat he was persona non grata to 
the President. The break was so complete 
that neither was on the White House list 
of visitors. 

But a remarkable change has taken 
place. Having disciplined, snubbed and 
kicked the Missouri Senators to his heart’s 
content, the President discovered that he 
had need of their votes. The Hornblower 
and Harrison defeats showed him that 
harmony with Vest and Cockrell would be 
valuable in carrying out his plans. He 
made uphis mind that he would attach 
them to his chariot wheels. 

The method adopted to bring the Mis- 
sourians into subjection tothe presidential 
will is the most remarkable in the history 
of political dickers. The little group of 
tailless Democratic foxes in this State who 
trot with the Administration, started out 
toſcapture the brushes of the Senatorial 
foxes, with the evident intention of 
making their denudation for the adorn- 
ment of the Administration camp a 
holiday spectacle.

DEMOCRATIC RESPONSIBILITY. 


The present membership of the Senate is 
made up of forty-three Democrats, thirty- 
eight Republicans and three Populists, 
there being four vacancies which are not 
likely to be filled before the revenue bill 
comes toa vote. 

The Democrats have thusa majority over 
allof two while with the Populists they will 
go into the fight with a majority of eight. 
In ordinary circumstances there would be 
no doubt of the result, but unhappily 
some Democratic Senators are such only in 
name, being quite as much given over to 
the plutocracy and special interests as are 
their Republican friends. Whether or not 
their interest or affiliations are stronger 
than their party ties only time can tell, 
but there is grave doubt of their loyalty at 
this crisis in the party history. 

It is now believed that the bill will be 
reported substantially as it came from the 
House within the nextten days. After 
that we shal} hear a good deal of Senatorial! 
courtesy and freedom of debate, for the 
rules which enabled a small band of Sen- 
ators to discredit the august body last 
summer still stand unamended. If the 
opponents of the bill are so disposed they 
can talk till doomsday or until they give 
way from sheer exhaustion. 

The outlook is not encouraging, par- 
ticularly at thistime whenthe business 
of the country is waiting for some definite 
information as to the policy of the Gov- 
ernment. Importers do not care to add to 
their stock until there is some assurance 
that prices will not be disturbed by a re- 
duction of duties, nor will manufacturers 
or investors materially increase their out- 
put or engagein new enterprises while 
there isan element of uncertainty in the 
situation. 

The responsibility rests with the Demo- 
cratic party. If the members can bury in- 
dividual differences and unite upon a 
straightforward, unequivocal Democratic 
policy the question can be settled without 
much delay and the tension in the busi- 
ness world relieved. If, on the other 
hand, whim and interest are allowed to 
sway Senators, not only will the present 
depression be deepened but the Demo- 
cratic party will assume a burden of popu- 
lar indignation too heavy for it to bear. 
The alternative is before them. They can 
restore prosperity to the whole country 
and save their party, or they can preserve 
foratime the valuable privileges of a 
favored few, augment the misery of the 
people and wreck theirsparty almost in the 
moment of its greatest ‘victory.

fitness of things, in fear lest the bush“ be 
pushed overboard. While we do not wish to 
impute corrupt motives toany one, it occurs 
to some that the delay in State 
organization was sheer ignorance, 
01 tor the purpose of giving 
the self-appointed ones a clear fleld and a 
fresh startin State politics and the benefit 
of the campatigarj fund for their own political 
advantages hereafter regardless of the cost 


or the importance of devoting attention first 
wholly to organization of the party.

MOODY AND SANKEY. 


The Famous Freacher and the Sweet 
Singer Begin Work at Washington. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 6.—To-day in 
Convention Hall the svangelists, Moody and 
Sankey, begin a series of revival services. 
Mr. Moody tis 57 years old, though still vigor- 
ous and apparently has lost none of the pe- 
cullar power which has rendered his work so 
useful. His career prior to his noted labors 


asan evangelist was an humble one. He 
worked upon his father’s farm at Northfleld 
tillhe was 17 years old, when he went to 
Boston to work asa shoeclerk. He was con- 
verted atthe old Mount Vernon Church on 
Beacon Hill, which stands within a stone’s 
throw of the historic State-house of Massa- 
chusets, and soon after united with the Con- 
gregational Church. A few years later he 
went to Chicago, where he engaged enthustas 

tically in mission ry work. 
year he established a Sunday- school with 
more than 1,000 memDers. He was employed 
by the Christian Commission during the civil 
warand r worked as a lay mis- 
sionary for the Young Men's Christian Asso- 
ciation of Chicago. A chureh was built for 
him, but was burned in the great fire of 1871. 
Soon er this he started for England. 

Mr. Moody has a familly of several children, 
a son having recently graduated from Yale 
College with high honors, 

The evangelist isa man of strong person- 
ality and has remarkable powers in com- 
manding. His control over large audiences 
is complete. His methods are business-like 
and rapid. Perhaps his most noticeable 
quality js his sincerity, which has firmly es- 
tablished him in the confidence of the best 
class of Christian peopie. This is practically 
his first visit to Washington. He was inthe 
city about ten years ago, but remained for 
only three days. 

Ira David Sankey, whose fame as a sweet 
singer almost equals that of Mr. Moody’s 
preaching, is a native of Pennsylvania, hav- 
ing been born in Edinburg, Lawrence Co., 
Aug. 28, 1840. His father was an editor, 
banker, and for some time served in the State 
Senate. Mr. Sankey showed a IKing for 
music while he was yet young, and became a 
leader inthechoir of the Methodist Church 
of which he wasa member. He was made 
President of the Young Men’s Christian As- 
sociation of New Castle, Fa., soon after, hig 
family having removed thi.ner. Asa dele- 
gate from that organization toa eenvention 
at Pittsburg he first met Mr. Moody. 


PUZZLES DOCTORS AND PR“ACHERS, 


The strange Case of a Norwegian Who 
Astonishes the People of Tacoma. 


Tacoma, Wash., Feb. 6.—Clergymen and 
physicians are puzzied to account for the 
manifestations in the case of a Norwegian 
named Edward Brekhus. Brekhus is 21 years 
old, A few months ago he fellin an epileptic 
fitin Seattle, and physicfans declared that 
he could not recover. At Paulsboro skilled 
physicians endeavored to cure him without 


success. When he was supposed to he dying 
he arose from his bed entirely well. 

A few days later he fell in a fit n church 
and began preaching. He was brought to 
Tacoma, where the Rev. Dr. Tollefson of the 
First ,Norwegian Lutheran Church and Pres- 
ident of the Lutheran Orphan Asylum, took 
charge of him. Clergymen of Swedish and 
Norwegian churches imvestigated the case 
and have come tothe conclusion that’Brek- 
hus is guided by supernatural power, 

They hesitated to announce this, and fora 
week held private conferences with him. 

When not in a trance, Brekhus is interate 
to an unusual degree, halting and hesitating 
in speech and using grammar and the 
simplest language. Whenheisin a trance 
he speaks at the rate of 200 words a minute 
and talks with fluency, eloquence and 
power, He recites chapter after chapter of 
the Bible. 

Mr. Tollefson sald tothe Post-Dispatca 
corraspondent: ‘‘This man ts filled with the 
Holy Ghost and with the spirit of the proph- 
ets ofold. God is in him tand God'ts asin 
him as a mouthpiece. There can be no dou 
of this. He is a revelation, a miracle. 

Seven other ministers are of the same 
opinion, and ignorant Swedes and Nor- 
wegians are beginning to worship the man. 

When going intoatrance BKrekhus wes 
nervous, every muscle of bis body twitching.

George H. Rhodes and Wallace McCargo, 
both of whom are membDers of the Pastime 
Club. Either of the latter would be accepta- 
ble to the club management, but neither 
could be induced to accept on account of the 
personal sacrifices that it would necessitate. 
Both know what is wanted, however, and 
they desire to see Cornish secured. 
The latter made his reputation with 
the Boston Athletic Association, When 
the palatial new Michigan avenue home for 
amateur athletes in Chicago was completed 
last year, Cornish was invited to come West 
and become its active manager and trainer. 
The Chicago Association has been conducted 
on a scale in keeping with its elaborate and 
magnificent club-house, but it has not proven 
a financial success. Retrenchment in ex 
penses, which means reduced salaries, is now 
proposed. This, evidently, does not sult Cor- 
nish, for when sounded about coming down 
here he agreed to make a visit Sunday and size 
up the situation. George Rhodes was to 
have taken him in charge, but important 
private business required Rhodes’ attention 
that day and Cornish postponed his trip 
until next Sunday. It is understood the 
Pastime Club is prepared to make hima 
salary offer in the neighborhood of $2,000 per 
annum. Cornish stands well in amateur 
athletic union circles and the Pastime Club 
management will make a tenstrike in secur- 
ing his services. 

Vice-President Julian Laughlin will look 
after the executive management of the club 
until President Rufus J. Delano’s successor 
is elected. According to reports this will 
hardly be accomplished until Cornish or 
some other capable manager and trainer is 
secured. The club members desire 
some prominent dusiness man or profes- 
sional for, the position and the 
situation isto be thoroughly canvassed be- 
fore anything definite will be done.

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THE EAST SIDE TRACK. 


A Lange Attendance at the Madison 
Yesterday. 

The dig crowd at the Madison race track 
yesterday, notwithstanding the fact that an 
admission fee was charged,the appearance 
in the ring of no less than twenty book- 


makers, and the heavy business done by the 
combi lon men and the foreign book of 
it: indicates thatthe compromise reached 
Between the two tracks was asuccess in 
every way. The crowd was totally different 
in appearance to that which made up the at- 
tendance at the two tracks before the com 
promise was reached. That the hatchet 
had been buried between the two 
tracks was proven by the presence at Madl- 
son of such well known members of the East 
Side club as Alex Ullman, Col. Brady, Capt. 
Sinclair, Henry Steinmeyer and others. Dick 
Dwyer, the East Side starter, Supt. Brooks 
and others of the East Side men also put in 
an appearance at Madison. There was good 
feeling on all sides and the gentlemen con- 
nected with both tracks pronounced the 
compromise a good one, and said that there 
was no doubtin the world but that it would 
greatly benefit racing and place it on a much 
higher plane than it has occupled since the 
free gate system was adopted. 

Col. Brady said: Tue first day proves 
beyond question that the moveisa proper 
one and that the compromise will be of great 
benefit to both tracks. There is only one 
feature to be regretted, and that is the lying 
Statement that one track was bought out 
by the other; that sooner or later one of the 
tracks is to be closed for good, and that the 
other is to be given allofthe business. Asa 
matter of fact the compromise between the 
two tracks has been made in good faith, and 
not a stockholder connected with 
either track has anything to do 
with the stock of the other. 
The compromise was decided upon dy 
the East Side Jockey Club just as soon as 
they learned thatthe Madison management 
had cometostay. Nofirm or corporation in 
this country can hope to havea monopoly of 
any business forever. Soonerorlater oppo- 
sition is bound to creep in, and when it is the 
right kind of opposition it must be respected. 
Since the Madison track opened the compe- 
tition has been brisk and lively and neither 
track has been able to make any money. 
After a thorough review of the situation it 
could be seen that sooner or later 
one of the tracks would have to 
close down. Not that the business just at 
present would not justify running them both, 
but for the reason that St. Louis is now full 
of horsemen and speculators who are driven 
here by the closing of the Eastern and Chi- 
cago tracks, and that as soon as those tracks 
are reopened this outside patronage will dis- 
appear from here and the business at our 
tracks will be lighter. Now, when that time 
came oneorthe other of the two courses 
here would have hadto quit, and the result 
would have been the throwing out of em- 

loyment of a great many men. All these 

acts were taken into consideration when the 
compromise was agreed on. Both track 
managements decided that it was far better 
to give their employes work every other 
week than the chances 
of not any work 
at all. consideration 
together withthe better patronage we are 
bound to receive under the new order and 
way of doing business, is bound to build up 
the business at the tracks, while the old 
order was certain sooner or later to drag it 
Gown. There should be no feeling whatever 
againstthe compromise. It was made for 
the benefit ofall partiesand the interest of 
our employes was taken into consideration 
as Wellas anything else.
